Canned Suliiion in Jt:ii(;Inii«l. 

The Cnniulian (iitztlfe of .June I'-'lli, 
contains a re|)orL of the uietaiiig lield 
by u number of gentlemen in l.,oiidoii, 
Eng,, tbe week jirevious. The oliair- 
man, Air. H. C. Beeton, agent general 
for British Colntnbia, ex])laine(l the 
reasons for culliiif,' the ineditig, Ht,' 
^aid that at a inefliiig of the ageut.s- 
geiieral for the Colonies suminoneii last 
January Sir Philli|i CunliU'c- men 
suggested that soiiietliing sliouki be 
done towards popularizing Colonial 
preserved fish, fruit, etc. Bearing this 
in mind, ho (the chainuan) had availed 
himself of the lir.si u|)[)urtuiiity lo re- 
deem his promise of co operating with 
Sir Phillip C'nnlitl'e-< )weii on lielialf of 
British Columbia in that direction, and 
bad recently re-openaJ the question 
with SirPhillip CunliflFe-Oweu; likewise 
with Mrs, Clarke, superintendent nf 
the National School of Cookory, South 
Kensington, who (lie was .sure they 
would be gliidij ; to know) had ofl'ered 
her hearty co operation and assistance 
in the matter of tinned salmon, and 
had made some suggestion.s for attract- 
ing public attention by including the 
article in her denionatrationa at the lec- 
tures, which lukf! pliico every day, e,x- 
cept Sunday, at tim Exhibition. She 
also BUggcHled Ibnt the saiinon could 
be served in two or thrive v/ays, and 
tha^ members of the press should be 
present to taste the articia In Ibis 
via^ the chairman hoped some good 
might be done to make a cheap, whole- 
Bonie, and convenient article of fooil 
better known and apprcciaicd, and fur- 
ther to get rid of ignorant prejuiiu-t^ 
which exists in the minds of certain 
peo|jle against the article. With ru- 
j;ard to the alleged recent poisoning 
£&8^ at Wolverhampton, which most 
ilikely would bu uiort.> or less pr-'judicial 
to their interests, he thought matters 
of thi.s sort could be best dealt with by 
the iiewseclion in coiiniM.'tion with their 
trade about to he formed at the Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce. One im- 
porter had sent hiin a resasuringjletter, 
in which (after stating his inability to 
attend the meeting), he said, he took 
exception to his (the chairman's) sug- 
geslioii that prpjudice existed against 
salmon as an aitiole of consnmjition, 
since the ])ublic had been using it for 
tbfi last ten years or more, and if now 
and then a charge was made against 
salmon, it was never accompanied by 
proofs and he thought the article tjuite 
able to take cure of itself. In conclus- 
ion, be (the chairman) should bs glad 



to recei\'(' sug/,;eslion3 and advice from 
any geiitluiiian present that would be 
useful in connection with the object of 
their meeting. 

A di-scussion then took place, in 
which Messrs. Bell, Betts, Jones, and 
Brodii' took parf, tbe opinion being 
pretty uiiaiiinious that the alleged poi- 
Hoiiini; the otiuM- li.iy at Wolverhamp- 
ton, and the case of Lazcnby 's last year 
(the only t«o ca.ses on record since tin- 
ned salmon has been an article of con- 
sumption), were not likely to injure 
the sale. Practicul suggestions were 
niaile in r''forence to the ojieiiing and 
emptying the tins; for instance, that in 
future instriictidiis should be printed 
on the laltels. Minting that the tin 
should be opeiied by a jiroper instru- 
ment ii'iiilfr tlifr 'nii, and that the whole 
of its coiiCi'iii.s sluuiUI be at one eiup 
tied in to a iliiih. 

The niet'liiig tiiially ri;solved that 
Mes.'irs. Beeton and Jones should ar- 
raiigi! an interview with Mr.". Clarke 
to initiate the nece.ssary details for 
making the article known, and popular- 
ising it by means of the School of 
Cookerv. and report at a subsequent 
meeting,

THE COLONIES. 

The "Coliiiiies iiiii India," in ii recent 
article, hiia aoino very pertinent remarks 
nil colonial relations generally, from which 
wo make the following extracts: 

"Tho question 'What sliall we do with 
our Colouioa ?' &eem» not uultkely to de- 
velop into one of 'What our Colonies will 
do with us f A policy of iniiuiicious in- 
terferencu in the iuteiiKil iill'aira of dur 
colonies has gradually been abandoned for 
one of equally injudicious noylect of their 
reasonable claims upon our iittontion; and 
the result in thu lat'tor case is likely to be 
quite as disastruus m the result in the 
former. The colonies are too solf-ruliunt 
to bo wilfully trifled with, and although 
their declared policy is to act in all tilings 
ill harmony with Kngland, the i)resont 
tendency of our policy is to force them 
to fall back upon their self-roliimce in 
sheer disgust ot our want of sympathy, and 
to enjoy it solely for their own advantage, 
without regard to the question whether 
wo are affected injuriously or other- 
wise. 'I'tio clo.se friendship nf mir colonies 
should bu one of the first objects of 
British policy. The iiiainteiiaiiL-o of a 
closer alliance with them would be of 
more advantage to us than any treaty of 
friendship with any foreign po-wer. Such 
an alliance would be sealed and signed 
with flesh and blood, and svould, if iiiice 
fully enterei.i into, nevi't be .iubjecl to the 
straii4s which hiivo proved too strung for 
many a parchment treaty of temporary 
expediency. To such an alliance India 
must bu admitted a party, as well as the 
colonies; but such a tre.'xty would be of no 
advantage to any of the signatories if 
action Were to cease with its i atiticatioii. 

'I'hoiigh the fasluuu of deiireciating the 
value of the colonies is f.jrtunately dying 
out, tliere still reniaui.'t a lingering doubt 
as to tile real value uf a close alliance with 
the Colonies. If the loloiiioa have not 
numbers they have the puteiitialily of vast 
development, and they have wealth and 
energy far out of propurtiuii to their size; 
and it WHS iMiglish energy, and not 
English numbers, that made the empire 
what it is: it was energy and enterprifo, 
not numbers, that discovorcd and peopled 
all ttie coioiues; it wa-n energy and enter- 
prise, not iiuiiiliers, that eoii(|uered India: 
and the iiiiinieiit (hat energy and enter- 
prise aeuiii on the wane, nuiiibera from 
elsewhere will at once proceed to denndish 
tho structure, the i-rectnm of which they 
have hitherto been unable to prevent. 

The measured and self-reliant mo-ssage 
which tlie acting-governor of Victori:i, 
Australia, eildressed lu the i)iirlianu!iit of 
that colony is an inde.x to the spirit ivliich 
animates the colonies. Speaking of the 
French plan of swampnig tho neighboring 
islands with tho outpourings of French 
prisons, the representative of the l,)ueen 
is reported to have said that it the pro 
tests of the intercolonial convention, the 
diplomatic action of tiie imperial govern- 
ineiit, and the e.xertioiis of the colonies 
proved iiietiectual lu prevent the projected 
deportation of recidiviates to thu French 
possessions in the Western Pacific, tho 
Victorian ministry 'would be prepared to 
adopt Buoh in«-«ures as might be neces- 
sary.' Thisi 1-1 no mere liombastic utter- 
ance, but the e.Kpression nf the deliberate 
deteriuiuatiuii of a couiniunity which, de- 
pendent in tho first instance on ilie might 
and influence of England, is prepared to 
rely on its own resources if that might 
and lliiit liitbii'iice f;iil tn secure attention 
to its just deinai.ds. lOx.ictly the same 
spirit breathes through the intelligence 
which reaches us tr(]m South Africa 
apropos of the projected annexation of 
Angra Pexaena by l5erinany, and of the 
rumored intention to follow there the ex- 
ample of France in the Snuth Se.as, and 
establish a ueiial seltluinent. The last 
news from the Cape reiterates what we 
littd heard before, that the colonial gov- 
ernineiit has declared itself opposed to 
tho occupaticjii by any foreign power of 
any port between the colony and the 
Portuguese possessions on the west coast, 
and e.ipecially to the establishment of a 
(iernian ptinal seltluiiKMi: ; and it is iidded 
that the premier has madt: the aniiounce- 
nioiit that the policy of iho new adiiiinis- 
tralioii is entirely oppo.-ied to any ce.Haion 
of cidonial territory, considering that it is 
now tiniu that tho colony should assuni ■ 
the control of nalivu atr.urs without inter- 
ference from the imperial governineiit ." 

Iiistances of a like spirit of "self-re- 
liance" are lint wanting nearer home 
among the Canadian provinces, Manitidja 
for instance, and the same spirit is not 
entirely dormant even in British Colum- 
bia. ^

One .if the wounds is 
in the loft lung. Medical men Avoro sum- 
moned from Desorontu, who gave it us 
their opinion that the victim could not 
survive. McAulay made his escape, and 
up to latest accounts had not been cap- 
tured .

'I'liere 
were upon tho platform men of all parties 
and of high position in the state, and that 
sliowod that tho inovement was e.sseiitinlly 
non-poiiticai. Lie was sure that tins sen- 
timent was fully ap|)recialed by all present. 
Kri>m his enl ranee intn |.iifilic life Sir 
P.artle Frere luul e.xhibited an abiliiy and 
dclerminalinn which lie eontinui-d to 
evince thruugluuit his career and up t(. the 
last moments of his life. Hia amiability 
in social life, his views on Knglish polmcs, 
his ability a,i a writer niid sjieaki'r, were 
well known tn :ill; but it was as an ad- 
ministrator that he made hi.-t mark.

His most bitter oppniu'iita wore ready to 
admit that throughout his career Sir Bartle 
Frere had always striven to do hii duly. "

Salisbury and Lord Granville. The 
Times piaiaes it for its sudied modera- 
tion, lucidity of exposition, breailth of 
treatment, and brilliancy and variety 
of illustration. Lord Kosebery offered 
the United iState.s Senate as an e.K- 
ample for imitation, describing it a.s 
the most powerful and efficient second 
chamber existing, and urged the Lords 
to enlarge the constitution of their 
House, so as to include representatives 
of science, literature, art, counnerce, 
the labouring classes, India, and the 
colonies.

Pni'is Ilorsc-Cars. 

An amusing feature of Paris to a 
foreigner is the horse-cars. The appear- 
ance of the car driver and the conduct- 
or would almost a.saure one that t-hey 
bad been imported from America; but 
certain rulo.s to be observed in running 
tliu cars very quickly remind him that 
be is in France. The cars are allowed 
to carry only a certain number of 
passengers — ten standing on the foot 
platform, ten on the rear platform, and 
as manv in the car as are allowed to 
have seats. Thost,' inside jiay .0 cen- 
times (lU cent.s), and those outside 1*5 
centimes. When a car lias its com- 
plement the gates are shut, a sign is 
hung out reading "complet," and no 
one can enter. During tlie busy time 
of the dav, between 5 and G o'clock, 
when crowds are waiting for a car, it 
ia necessary to ai>ply at the office for a 
numbered ticket. 

For instance, aay you applied and 
received No. 2L You wait for a car, 
and the driver, when ready, commences 
to P.all wie, deux, h'ois, and so on until 
he reaches your number, when you 
must be ready to enter; if not, you 
must procure another ticket and wait 
your turn again. The system has its 
advantages as well as its disadvantages, 
and the French think it a great thing; 
but the amusing part of it to foreigners 
is the calling of the numbers, and un- 
less one is pretty well up in French he 
is very apt to get left, and has to go 
and gf't another. 

Insteail of ringing a b(!ll like our 
conductor, they use a kind of horn, 
which is attached to the dash-board 
and blown by a rubber hall, which the 
driver presses. The sound, which is 
not unlike that of a cow horn, can be 
heard distinctly for a block. It is not 
objectionable, unless the iiistruiiK^nt 
happens to be out: of order, and then it 
is very unmusical. The cars are a 
great convenu'nce, and are very liberal- 
ly patronized. One sees in them the 
economy of the .''Vench people as a 
class, very finely dressed ladies stand- 
ing on the ])latforrii to save five cents.

The Man Without a Face. 

There la to be seen at Landreoies, in the 
Department of the North, an invalid artil- 
lery soldier, who was wounded in the late 
Franoo-Qennan war, when he was horribly 
nmtilated by the bursting of a Truasiau 
shell.

This ilisli(,'uremt'iit has 
boon completely coiieoiikHniy a iimsk, which 
was miuie fur him uiuler thi' ilirectiou of 
the principal medical oflioer of \'al ile liraee, 
in Paris, whither ho had been transferred 
from the iold ambniance. The mask was 
constructed by a surgeon-dentist nametl Ue- 
Inlain. It includes a false palate and a 
complete set of false teeth; and it is so 
perfect that tho functions of respiration and 
mastication, which were ueeessarily imper- 
fectly performed, iire uhuost eomplelely re- 
stored to their iioriual I'oiulition, aiui the 
voice, which was rather husky, has ri'siiiued 
its natural lone. TTn' mini six-aks (lisliucl- 
ly, the sense of smell, which had entirely 
disappeareii, has relumed, and he ean even 
play the llute. Me wears twn false eyes, 
simply to I'lll up tho cavities of tlie orbets, 
for the parts representing tho eyes in the 
mask are closed, in fact, tho musk is so 
well adapted to what rauiains of tho real 
faco to be eonsidered one of the finest 
specimens of thi> prothetie art that eonld bo
